GENERAL  INFORMATION 


The  major  purpose  of  the  Alberta  Learning  Resources  Distributing  Centre  (LRDC) 
Buyers  Guide  is  to  provide  a  product  listing  of  all  learning  resources  that  the  LRDC 
carries  in  active  stock  so  that  teachers,  administrators,  students,  parents  and  other 
customers  can  easily  purchase  required  educational  materials  through  mail  order, 
fax  or  telephone  order.  A  secondary  purpose  is  to  serve  as  a  comprehensive  listing  of 
authorized,  approved  and/or  developed  learning  resources  that  can  be  used  by 
teachers,  students,  parents  and  others  involved  in  delivering  the  Alberta  curriculum.

Alberta  Education  "Legal,"  "Service"  and  "Information"  publications  previously  available 
from  Central  Support  Services  of  Alberta  Education  are  available,  effective  April  1, 
1991  only  from  the  LRDC  and  only  by  telephone,  mail  or  fax  order.   Principals, 
Superintendents  and  Secretary  Treasurers  were  informed  of  this  change  in  a  December 
7,  1990  letter  from  the  LRDC  Director  and  again  on  March  19,  1991. 

Other  than  original  free  distributions  of  certain  publications,  each  publication  has  a  cost 
recovery  selling  price.  These  products  are  listed  in  the  special  catalogue  attached  to 
this  Buyers  Guide  and  can  be  placed  in  the  "Supplement"  Section  of  the  Buyers  Guide.

Ideally,  every  teacher,  department  head,  supervisor  and  administrator  should  have 
access  to  a  copy  of  the  LRDC  Buyers  Guide.   Since  there  are  over  7,500  individual 
product  listings  with  many  repeated  under  numerous  headings,  the  sheer  volume  of  the 
Buyers  Guide  makes  it  impractical  to  provide  a  copy  to  each  teacher. 

The  Buyers  Guide  and  Supplements  should  be  placed  in  a  location  where  it  is 
easily  accessible  to  teachers.   Some  preferable  locations  are:   Staff  Room,  School 
Library,  Principal's  Office  and  Department  Head  Offices. 

Discussions  with  some  teachers  indicate  that  many  teachers  are  unaware  of  the  Buyers 
Guide.   The  Buyers  Guide  provides  important  information  about  the  learning  resources 
that  should  be  used  to  meet  learning  expectations  as  defined  in  the  Alberta  curriculum 
Course  of  Studies  and  materials  that  could  be  used  by  teachers  to  enhance  learning. 
Therefore,  the  LRDC  requests  that  the  school  administration  notify  each  teacher 
that  the  Buyers  Guide  is  available,  where  copies  are  placed  for  their  use,  and  how 
to  place  orders.   Teachers  may  want  to  refer  parents  and  students  to  the  Buyers  Guide 
in  the  event  the  parent  may  want  to  purchase  additional  resources  for  their  child. 

The  special  Alberta  Education  "Legal,"  "Service"  and  "Information"  publications 
catalogue  should  be  made  available  to  all  teachers.

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a) 


Distribution  Basis 


In  April  a  complete  Buyers  Guide,  ie:  a  set  of  new  inserts,  is  distributed  to  each  school 
jurisdiction  Central  Office  for  further  redistribution  to  their  individual  schools.   The 
distribution  ratio  for  the  LRDC  is  an  average  of  1  to  3  inserts  per  school  and  the  same 
for  Central  Office  usage.   Central  office  redistributes  the  Buyers  Guide  inserts  to  their 
own  schools  using  their  own  criteria,  but  no  less  than  1  set  per  school.   Schools  that 
have  no  formal  Central  Office  such  as  Private  Schools,  Indian  Band  Schools,  ECS 
operators,  Northwest  Territories  Schools,  etc.,  receive  one  copy  directly  from  the  LRDC. 
Additional  1991-92  Buyers  Guide  binders  and  inserts  are  listed  for  sale  under 
"Miscellaneous"  in  the  "Support  Documents"  section  of  the  Buyers  Guide. 


b)  Timing 

The  LRDC  has  been  trying  to  prepare  and  distribute  the  annual  Buyers  Guide  earlier  so 
that  the  Guide  could  help  teachers  engage  in  program  planning  for  the  next  school 
year.   While  the  1992-93  Buyers  Guide  will  be  available  early  April,  1992  the  1993-94 
Buyers  Guide  should  be  distributed  to  the  schools  by  late  March,  1993. 

c)  1991-92  Buyers  Guide  Binder;  Made  from  Recycled  Materials 

The  increased  size  of  the  1991-92  Buyers  Guide  inserts  and  customer  utilization  factor 
of  the  binder  provided  in  1986,  has  resulted  in  a  new  Binder  being  provided  to  schools 
with  the  1991-92  inserts. 

The  LRDC  is  proud  to  announce  that  as  part  of  our  commitment  to  a  friendly 
environment,  the  new  Binder  is  made  from  recyclable  two-litre  pop  bottles  instead  of 
virgin  raw  materials.   The  LRDC  was  the  first  government  entity  to  use  recyclable 
materials  in  binders.

Inserts 


Remove  and  recycle  the  entire  1990-91  Buyers  Guide  inserts  and  Supplements 
including  the  introductory  material;  the  existing  "tab"  dividers  should  be  reused  by 
inserting  them  with  the  1991-92  LRDC  Buyers  Guide  inserts. 


e)         Supplements 

The  LRDC  distributes  Buyers  Guide  Supplements  in  Mid-May,  late  August  and  mid- 
November,  providing  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  new  learning  resource  products 
and  authorizations.   Each  Supplement  is  colour  coded  for  ease  of  customer  use.

a)  Learning  Resource  Availability  and  Quality  of  Education 

Educational  research  has  unequivocally  shown  that  the  quality  of  education,  in  part,  is 
the  direct  result  of  the  appropriate  type  and  adequate  number  of  learning  resources 
being  available  to  teachers  and  students.  Textbooks  and  other  learning  resources  are 
primary  determinants  of  what  is  taught  in  classrooms,  and  since  learning  resources  are 
the  focus  of  up  to  75%  of  a  student's  learning  time,  the  availability  of  learning 
resources  is  a  significant  factor  in  the  quality  of  education  of  each  student. 

b)  LRDC  Mission/Statement 

The  mission  of  the  Learning  Resources  Distributing  Centre  is:  to  contribute  towards 
the  quality  of  education  for  Alberta  Students  through  delivery  of  a  range  of  cost 
recoverable  services  that  include: 

»  acquisition  of  learning  resources  that  respond  to  authorized  curriculum 

»  production,  assembly,  sale  and  distribution  of  learning  resources  and  related 

materials  for  the  benefit  of  instructors  and  students;  and 

»  provision  of  learning  resources  information  and  advisory  services

The  (a)  "basic"  student  resources,  (b)  publisher's  teachers'  guide  where  appropriate, 
and  (c)  teacher  resource  manual  prepared  by  Alberta  Education  that  were  deemed 
essential  at  the  outset  of  development  for  a  new  or  a  revised  program  or  course  to 
have  mandatory  implementation  in  September,  will  be  available  at  the  LRDC  for 
sale  by  June  1. 

The  purpose  of  this  policy  is  to  provide  schools  the  opportunity  to  order  and  receive 
essential  student  and  teacher  resources  from  the  LRDC  prior  to  school  closing  in  June 
for  courses  or  programs  scheduled  for  provincial  implementation  the  following 
September.   This  will  assist  schools  in  having  adequate  time  for  yearly  and  unit 
planning  and  some  planning  of  lessons  prior  to  the  start-up  of  a  new  program  in 
September. 

The  first  LRDC  1991-92  Buyers  Guide  Supplement  is  scheduled  for  Mid-May,  1991  so 
that  schools  will  be  able  to  order  some  copies  of  the  new  materials  by  the  end  of  May, 
1991. 

School  authorities  that  require  school  Requisition/Purchase  Orders  to  be  authorized 
and/or  initiated  by  Central  Office  will  need  to  ensure  that  the  Purchase  Orders  are 
received  by  the  LRDC  no  later  than  the  first  week  of  June  if  the  orders  are  to  get 
to  the  school  prior  to  the  end  of  June.

a)         Selling  Price  of  all  Learning  Resource  Products 

The  LRDC  identifies  the  selling  prices  for  all  learning  resource  products  listed  in  the 
Buyers  Guide.   A  25%  basic  learning  resource  acquisition  subsidy  is  applied  to  the 
selling  price  for  eligible  school  authorities  when  purchasing  "Basic"  learning  resources 
(these  are  identified  in  red  and  with  the  "#"  symbol  in  the  Buyers  Guide;  see  page  6  for 
more  information). 
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b)         Selling  Price  Determination 

One  of  the  major  objectives  of  the  LRDC  is  to  ensure  that  learning  resources  are  as 
economical  as  possible.  The  LRDC  operates  on  a  break-even  financial  objective,  and 
to  that  end,  has  a  cost  recovery  mark-up  on  all  products  sold.  There  are  two  primary 
determinants  of  the  LRDC  Selling  Price:    (1)  unit  Cost  of  products  to  the  LRDC  from 
publishers/vendors/suppliers,  and  (2)  LRDC  mark-up  to  cover  operating  costs. 

LRDC  production  and  distribution  costs  are  included  in  the  Distance  Education 
materials  "cost  of  goods"  and  hence,  the  LRDC  1991-92  cost  recovery  selling  price  is 
effective  April  1,  1991  for  schools  and  all  non-ACS  registered  students  and  June  1,  1991 
for  ACS-registered  students.  This  is  a  result  of  the  LRDC  being  responsible  for  all 
Distance  and  Correspondence  Education  materials  production  and  distribution  as  of 
April  1,  1991. 


c)  LRDC  1991-92  Selling  Price  Impact 

The   1991-92  general  net  impact  on  prices  to  LRDC  customers  is  an  average  increase 
of  about  8.8%  in  the  cost  of  learning  resources  over  1990-91  prices.    LRDC  suppliers 
increased  their  product  prices  by  an  average  of  7.0%.  The  LRDC  1991-92  price  mark- 
up increase  of  1.5  percentage  points  to  a  basic  mark-up  of  15.0%  increased  selling 
prices  by  an  additional  average  increase  of  1.8%. 

Distance  and  Correspondence  Education  materials  are  priced  differently.    Rather  than 
cost  recovering  the  LRDC  production  and  distribution  costs  by  each  individual  product, 
DE/CE  prices  are  targeted  to  recover  production  and  distribution  costs  by  product  line. 
Therefore,  Distance  Education  student  print  materials  prices  are  $13.32  per  credit  or 
approximately  $10.00  net  after  application  of  the  25%  subsidy  while  Correspondence 
Education  (ie.  old)  material   prices  are  $6.64  per  credit  or  approximately  $5.00  net  after 
application  of  the  25%  subsidy. 

d)  Price  Changes 

The  LRDC  changed  its  price  change  policy  effective  April  1,  1990.  The  LRDC  will  hold 
prices  until  March  31,  1992,  unless  unusual  or  exceptional  circumstances  warrant 
otherwise.  Therefore,  although  subject  to  change  without  notice,  prices  will  be 
maintained,  so  far  as  possible,  until  March  31,  1992.   Other  than  some  major  or  unusual 
price  increases  from  vendors  during  the  year  due  to  reprint  requirements,  importation 
duty,  etc.,  major  price  changes  take  place  April  1  of  each  year. 

e)  Price  Markdowns 

Reduced  selling  prices  are  indicated  by  a  "slash"  mark  through  the  original  selling  price 
and  the  new  lowered  selling  price  is  listed.  The  25%  subsidy  is  applied  on  "Basic" 
resources  where  prices  are  reduced.

A  GST  information  letter  was  sent  to  all  school  superintendents,  secretary-treasurers 
and  principals  on  December  7,  1990.   Some  of  the  key  elements  of  the  LRDC 
application  of  the  GST  are: 
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»  The  LRDC  will  collect  the  GST  on  all  goods  and  services  provided  to  schools 

and  customers  except  to  those  who  are  (a)  excluded  from  the  GST  legislation 
(Indian  schools  on  Indian  reserves  and  out-of-country  customers)  and  (b)  zero- 
rated  (i.e.  tax  free)  and  have  an  official  certificate  number  providing  zero-rated 
status  (provincial  governments  and  their  formally  recognized  entities). 

»  The  LRDC  invoices  will  show  GST  charges  separate  to  commodities  and 

services  charges. 

»  The  LRDC  will  not  apply  the  GST  on: 

i)  The  25%  subsidy  paid  by  the  Alberta  Government  for  "basic"  learning 

resources  purchased  by  eligible  school  authorities, 

ii)  Materials  purchased  under  the  SEICAG  (Alberta  Education  Secondary 

Education  Implementation  Credit  Allocation  Grant)  to  the  extent 
covered  by  the  grant,  and 

iii)  Lesson  materials  and  texts  acquired  by  Alberta  Correspondence  School 

registered  students  who  register  and  pay  their  tuition  fees  to  Alberta 
Education. 

In  theory,  schools  should  not  pay  more  GST  in  1991  than  they  paid  FST  in  1990 
since  schools  will  receive  a  68%  rebate  from  the  Federal  Government  in  the 
estimated  difference  between  GST  to  be  paid  in  1991  and  annual  FST  paid  in  1989 
and/or  1990;  this  is   based  upon  an  agreement  in  principle  between  the  Federal 
Government  and  Canadian  schools,  hospitals,  universities  and  municipalities. 

*********** 

To  assist  eligible  school  authorities  in  providing  educational  programming  to  Alberta 
ECS  to  Grade  12  students,  ACS-registered  students  and  University  faculties,  "Basic" 
learning  resources  are  available  at  subsidized  prices  when  purchased  from  the  LRDC. 
Details  for  the  subsidy  program  are  as  follows: 

a)  A  25%  subsidy  is  made  available  to  eligible  school  authorities  and  is  applied  to  the 
selling  price  of  any  "Basic"  learning  resources  that  have  been  authorized  by  Alberta 
Education. 

b)  The  25%  subsidy  is  a  "pass  through"  grant  provided  by  the  Alberta  government 
through  the  Alberta  Department  of  Education  School  Grants  budget.   The  eligible 
customer  is  billed  direct  for  75%  of  the  selling  price  while  Alberta  Education  is  billed 
direct  for  the  remaining  25%. 

c)  Eligible  school  authorities  are: 

»    All  school  authorities  receiving  the  School  Foundation  Program  Fund  Per  Pupil 
Instructional  Grant,  namely,  Divisions,  Counties,  Districts  and  DND  Schools. 

»    ECS  Operators  approved  under  Section  24  of  the  1988  School  Act. 
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»    Accredited  Private  Schools  as  per  Section  22(2)  of  the  1988  School  Act. 

»    Band  Operated  and  Federal  Government  Administered  Indian  Schools. 

»    The  Faculties  of  Education  at  the  University  of  Alberta,  Edmonton,  University  of 
Calgary  and  University  of  Lethbridge. 

»    Alberta  Correspondence  School. 

d)  Eligible  school  authorities  must  complete  a  one-time  grant  application  form  (refer  to 
the  "Basic"  Learning  Resources  Acquisition  Subsidy  Grant  instructions  in  the  Alberta 
Education  School  Grants  Manual  for  more  information)   in  order  to  qualify  for  the 
25%  subsidy.   If  an  "eligible"  school  authority,  as  described  in  (c)  above  is  presently 
not  receiving  the  subsidy,  then  the  application  form  must  be  submitted  to  the 
Director  of  the  LRDC  for  review  and  approval.    ECS  Operators  approved  under 
Section  24  of  the  1988  School  Act  became  eligible  in  1989;  the  LRDC  forwarded 
applications  to  all  ECS  Operators  in  1989.   It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  school 
authority  to  apply. 

e)  To  qualify  for  the  25%  subsidy,  the  eligible  school  authority  must  provide  the 
authorized  "Basic"  learning  resources  to  all  ECS-XII  students  under  their 
jurisdiction  as  free  loans,  or  rent  them  at  no  more  than  one-third  of  the  current 
"selling  price"  of  the  resources  purchased  from  the  Learning  Resources 
Distributing  Centre. 

f)  Each  school  authority  should  have  an  official  motion  by  the  governing  board 
regarding  the  annual  rental  fee  (even  if  the  resources  are  provided  to  students  free 
of  charge)  as  well,  an  operating  policy  and  procedure  statement  should  be  in  place. 
The  25%  subsidy  does  not  apply  to  "Basic"  learning  resources  purchased  for  resale. 

g)  The  Alberta  Education  School  Grants  and  Program  Policy  Manuals  provide  further 
information  with  respect  to  Alberta  Education  policies  and  procedures  associated 
with  the  "Basic"  Learning  Resource  Acquisition  Subsidy  Grant  Program  and  the  post- 
audit  monitoring  conducted  by  Alberta  Education  School  Business  Administration 
Services  Branch. 

h)  If  you  are  an  eligible  school  authority  that  is  not  receiving  the  subsidy,  then  contact 
LRDC  Customer  Service  and  Sales  immediately  for  the  information  package  and  the 
application  form.

To  assist  school  authorities  in  implementing  Secondary  Education  programs  for  Alberta 
Grades  7  to  12  students,  Alberta  Education  will  again,  in  1991-92,  provide  additional 
funding  (approximately  $4  million)  through  the  Secondary  Education  Implementation 
Credit  Allocation  Grant  (SEICAG)  to  school  boards  and  funded  accredited  private 
schools  who  may  utilize  this  grant  to  purchase  specific  eligible  learning  resources  from 
the  Alberta  Learning  Resources  Distributing  Centre.  The  1991-92  information  package 
was  sent  to  each  school  authority  from  the  LRDC  on  February  8,  1991. 
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a)  Schools  should  contact  their  Central  Office  to  receive  specific  instructions  on  how 
your  school  authority  wants  you  to  order  SEICAG  eligible  learning  resources. 

b)  All  school  authorities  receiving  the  School  Foundation  Program  Fund  (SFPF)  per 
pupil  instructional  grant  namely  Divisions,  Counties,  Districts,  DND  Schools,  and 
funded  accredited  Private  Schools  are  eligible  to  receive  the  $15.00  per  pupil  credit 
for  each  eligible  SFPF  Grades  7-12  student. 

c)  The  specific  learning  resources  that  qualify  for  the  credit  grant  are  identified  in  the 
1991-92  LRDC  Buyers  Guide  and  will  be  updated  in  subsequent  Supplements  or 
information  received  from  Alberta  Education. 

d)  Purchase  orders  containing  SEICAG  eligible  learning  resources  will  be  automatically 
applied  against  the  credit  unless  specifically  and  clearly  requested  otherwise  by  the 
ordering  school  or  school  authority.   Therefore,  if  a  school  does  not  want  a 
particular  purchase  order  charged  against  the  credit,  the  purchase  order  should 
clearly  show  "DO  NOT  CHARGE  AGAINST  SEICAG." 

e)  Purchase  can  be  made  against  the  1991-92  credit  from  April  1,  1991  to  March  31, 
1992.   Any  unutilized  credit  will  terminate  on  March  31,  1992.   To  ensure  that 
your  school  authority  receives  full  benefit  of  the  SEICAG  program,  you  should  order 
SEICAG  eligible  learning  resources  in  June  or  no  later  than  September  to  December, 
1991. 

f)  To  assist  school  authorities  in  managing  purchases  charged  (expended)  against  this 
credit  grant,  LRDC  monthly  statements  will  provide: 

»    Comparison  of  credit  allocation  cumulative  total  with  the  actual  school  authority 
ceiling. 

»    Cumulative  totals  expended  or  charges  against  the  credit  by  individual  schools; 
controlled  only  if  this  option  is  chosen. 

g)  The  LRDC  assists  school  authorities  in  managing  locally  determined  credit  sub- 
allocation  ceilings  on  an  individual  school  basis  if  requested  by  the  Superintendent 
or  Secretary  Treasurer.   It  must  be  noted  that  the  LRDC  can  record  and  report  credit 
charges  to  a  school  only  if  the  purchase  order  identifies  the  school  (usually  in  the 
form  of  a  "ship  to"  customer). 

h)  Refer  to  the  Alberta  Education  School  Grants  Manual,  Program  Policy  manual,  or 
LRDC  February  8,  1991,  SEICAG  information  package  sent  to  Superintendents  and 
Secretary  Treasurers  for  more  detailed  information. 

i)    The  1990-91  SEICAG  terminates  on  March  31,  1991.

Instructional  materials  are  those  print,  non-print  and  physical  resources  used  to 
facilitate  teaching  and  learning  (eg.  audiovisual  equipment,  physical  education 
equipment,  print  and  non-print  learning  resources,  computer  equipment,  science 
laboratories,  test  materials,  teacher  resources). 

Student  learning  resources  are  a  subset  of  instructional  materials.  They  are  print  or 
non-print  instructional  materials  used  by  students  in  the  implementation  of  provincial 
Programs  of  Study  (eg.  books,  films,  videotapes,  slides,  computer  programs,  videodiscs 
or  manipulatives). 

Alberta  Education  groups  student  learning  resources  for  use  in  Alberta  schools  into  two 
categories  -  Basic  and  Support  (it  should  be  noted  that  previous  categorization  was 
basic,  recommended  and  supplementary).  This  new  classification  is  intended  to 
communicate  the  relative  importance  and  role  of  student  learning  resources. 
Authorization  means  Alberta  Education  has  judged  these  student  resources  as  the  most 
appropriate  for  a  course  or  Program  of  Studies  and  that  they  have  met  Alberta 
Education  criteria  for  acceptability. 

a)  Basic  Learning  Resources  are  those  student  learning  resources  authorized  by 
Alberta  Education  as  the  most  appropriate  for  addressing  the  majority  of  learner 
expectations  of  course(s),  substantial  components  of  course(s),  or  the  most 
appropriate  for  meeting  general  learner  expectations  across  two  or  more  grade 
levels,  subject  areas,  or  programs  as  outlined  in  provincial  Programs  of  Study. 
These  may  include  any  resource  format  (eg.  print,  computer  software,  manipulative 
or  video). 

b)  Support  Learning  Resources  are  those  student  learning  resources  authorized  by 
Alberta  Education  to  assist  in  addressing  some  of  the  learner  expectations  of 
course(s);  or  assist  in  meeting  the  learner  expectations  across  two  or  more  grade 
levels,  subject  areas,  or  programs  as  outlined  in  the  provincial  Programs  of  Study. 

A  Course  of  Studies  is  a  legal  document  prepared  for  each  course  in  each  subject 
area  at  each  level  of  learning.  A  course  of  Studies  may  be  a  sub-unit  of  a  Program  of 
Studies.  The  major  components  of  a  course  of  studies  are  the  philosophy,  rationale, 
learner  expectations  and  basic  learning  resources.  A  Program  of  Studies  is  a 
sequence  of  courses  of  study.   Teachers  may  also  want  to  consult  Curriculum  Guides 
for  suggestions  on  learning  resource  usage  in  the  classroom,  where  one  exists. 

Teachers  and  administrators  are  encouraged  to  consult  the  applicable  Alberta 
Education  "Program  of  Studies"  and  "Course  of  Studies"  to  identify  appropriate  learning 
resources  for  use  in  the  classroom.   These  are  available  as  of  April  1,  1991  only 
through  the  LRDC  -  consult  the  special  catalogue  attached  to  this  Buyers  Guide 
for  more  information. 

The  LRDC  Buyers  Guide  identifies  all  learning  resource  products  available  from  the 
LRDC  and  also  is  the  sole  Alberta  Education  information  document  that  identifies  all 
authorized  learning  resources.

a)  "Basic"  learning  resources  are  denoted  by  the  colour  red  in  the  Buyers  Guide.   In     m( 
addition,  the  number  symbol  "#"  is  also  used  to  denote  a  "Basic"  learning  ^ 
resource.   Please  note  you  will  lose  the  benefit  of  colour  when  you  reproduce  pages 
for  ordering  purposes. 

b)  Authorized  "Basic"  and  "Support"  learning  resources  that  may  be  withdrawn  or 
changed  within  three  years  are  identified  by  an  asterisk  "*". 

c)  "Basic"  and  "Support"  learning  resources  that  are  still  authorized,  but  no  longer 
available,  are  "blocked-in"  at  the  beginning  of  each  subject  listing. 

d)  Authorized  "Basic"  and  "Support"  learning  resources  which  may  be  "withdrawn"  from 
the  Alberta  curriculum  in  June  1992,  or  later  will  be  identified  when  possible. 

e)  Atlases,  globes  and  maps  are  listed  under  "Social  Studies"  in  the  Elementary,  Junior 
and  Senior  High  Sections.   To  assist  customers  in  ordering,  they  are  relisted  under 
the  "General  Learning  Resources"  category. 

f)  Dictionaries  are  listed  under  Interdisciplinary  Resources  in  the  Elementary  Section 
and  under  English  Language  Arts  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Sections.    For 
customer  convenience  they  are  relisted  under  the  General  Learning  Resources 
Category. 

g)  Software  that  has  been  authorized  for  a  given  subject  will  be  listed  under  the  subject 
and  grade.  However,  since  productivity  software  is  "not  subject  and  grade  specific," 
it  is  also  relisted  under  the  "Software  Section".  I 

h)  Publisher,  author,  year  of  publication/copyright  and  edition  of  each  product,  where 
appropriate,  are  provided. 

i)    Highly  useful  and  customer  "friendly"  LRDC  unique  product  code  for  each  product 
(see  pages  18  to  22)  is  used. 

j)    ISBN  number  for  each  product,  where  an  ISBN  has  been  assigned,  is  provided. 

k)  Products  which  are  limited  in  quantity  because  the  product  is  out-of-print  and  no 
longer  available  from  the  publisher/vendor  are  identified  in  the  following  way: 
"limited  quantity  -  out-of-print". 

I)    There  are  a  few  products  which  the  Buyers  Guide  lists  but  LRDC  does  not  stock 
because  of  high  cost  and  very  low  sales.   This  information  is  provided  in  the  Buyers 
Guide  in  the  following  way:  "Ordered  on  Demand". 

m)  New  learning  resources  authorized  since  the  issue  of  the  1990-91  LRDC  Buyers 
Guide  are  denoted  by  the  symbol  "New"  before  the  title. 

n)  Supplements  are  provided  in  May,  September/October  and/or  late  fall  if  a  sufficient 
number  of  learning  resources  have  been  authorized  since  the  last  issue  of  the 
Buyers  Guide.

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(13)  Types  of 
Materials 
Listed  in  the 
Buyers  Guide 


a)  "Basic"  and  "Support"  Student  Learning  Resources  (print  and  non-print) 
authorized  by  Alberta  Education. 

b)  Distance  Education  and  Correspondence  Education  Course  Materials.  The 

Alberta  Correspondence  School  (ACS)  develops  two  types  of  course  materials  that 
are  then  published,  printed  and  distributed  by  the  LRDC: 

(i)     Correspondence  Education  Course  Materials  -  These  are  the  course 

materials  that  the  ACS  has  traditionally  developed.   They  are  identified  as  "old" 
ACS  courses  or  Correspondence  Education  courses. 


(ii)     Distance  Education  Course  Materials  -  These  are  newly  designed  "Distance 
Education"  course  materials  that  incorporate  modified  learning  strategies  and 
the  use  of  technology.  These  are  identified  as  "new"  or  "Distance  Education" 
materials. 

c)  Standardized  Tests  provide  a  test  instrument  for  measuring  student  achievement, 
occupational  preference  aptitude,  interest  inventory,  cognitive  abilities  and  school 
aptitudes.   These  will  be  fully  discontinued  in  June,  1992;  only  5  test  types  will 
be  carried  during  1991-92. 

d)  French  Language  Instruction  Learning  Resources  for  schools  who  offer 
instruction  in  French  pursuant  to  Sections  5  and  6  of  the  1988  Alberta  School  Act. 

e)  Pre-administered  Diploma  Examinations  (Grade  XII)  and  Achievement  Tests 
(Grades  3,  6  and  9)  used  as  study  copies  by  teachers  and  students. 

f)  Teacher  "Support  Documents"  designed  by  Alberta  Education  primarily  to 
communicate  suggestions  and  offer  alternatives  as  to  how  provincial  policies  or 
programs  could  be  implemented,  eg.  monographs,  manuals,  teaching  units,  etc.,  as 
well  as  miscellaneous  materials  such  as  "Behaviour  Disorders  manual,"  flags  and 
"Classroom  Organizer." 

g)  Alberta  Education  Legal,  Service  and  Information  Publications 

Legal,  Service  and  Information  publications  that  were  previously  available  from 
Alberta  Education  Central  Support  Services  in  the  Devonian  Building,  Edmonton,  are 
now  available  only  through  the  LRDC.   Principals,  Superintendents  and  Secretary 
Treasurers  were  informed  of  this  change  December  7,  1990  and  again  on  March  19, 
1991. 

All  these  products  have  a  cost  recovery  selling  price  except  those  that  were 
provided  as  a  free  distribution  when  the  product  was  first  developed  and  introduced. 

These  products  are  identified  in  a  special  catalogue  provided  with  the  1991-92 
Buyers  Guide. 

h)  Software.  The  LRDC  stocks  education  courseware  (software  that  is  subject  and 
grade  specific)  and  productivity  software  (software  that  is  not  grade  or  subject 
specific).   There  are  many  facets  in  dealing  with  software  such  as  warranty,  custom 
templates,  upgrades,  new  versions,  licensing,  single  copy  users,  network  versions, 
class  packs,  etc.   When  placing  an  order  for  software  please  analyze  your  needs 
carefully.   Software  received  and  opened  by  a  customer  is  not  returnable.

Software  not  listed  in  the  LRDC  Buyers  Guide  should  be  ordered  directly  from 
the  supplier. 

i)    Software  User  Support 

»       Please  consult  the  Alberta  Education  "Computer  Courseware  Evaluations" 
reports  for  detailed  information  on  software  stocked  by  the  LRDC.   These 
reports  are  available  for  purchase  from  the  LRDC  and  are  listed  in  the  "Support 
Documents"  Section  of  the  Buyers  Guide. 

»  You  may  contact  the  appropriate  staff  in  the  Alberta  Education  Curriculum 
Department  or  Language  Services  Branch  to  obtain  additional  information 
about  software. 

»       Most  software  vendors  have  "User  Support"  telephone  numbers  listed  on  their 
material  to  enable  customers  to  contact  vendor  software  specialists  for  detailed 

information.

The  new  Canadian  Copyright  Law  (Bill  C60)  was  proclaimed  in  February,  1989.   This 
law  establishes  the  new  provisions  for  protecting  the  intellectual  property  of 
creators/authors  of  textbooks,  software,  videos,  audio-cassettes  and  other  print  and 
non-print  materials  and  imposes  severe  penalties  for  copyright  violation. 

The  new  law  also  established  the  Canadian  Reprography  Collective  (Cancopy)  to 
negotiate  licenses  and  collect  fees  on  behalf  of  creators.    Each  province  is  working  on 
a  provincial  per  pupil  license  for  elementary  and  secondary  schools,  such  as  is 
presently  the  case  in  many  countries  as  well  as  in  Quebec. 

Most  LRDC  products  have  "rights  reserved"  while  some  resources,  such  as  certain 
Alberta  Education  documents,  provide  the  right  to  reproduce  for  educational  purposes 
and  on  a  non-profit  basis  only. 

Generally  speaking,  the  end-user  or  final  purchaser  of  a  product  from  the  LRDC  is 
responsible  to  ensure  copyright  is  not  violated.  Therefore,  some  of  the  copyright- 
related  actions  school  authorities  should  take  until  the  final  results  of  the  Cancopy 
negotiations  are  provided  are: 

»    All  staff  should  be  cautioned  about  copyright  infringement. 

»    Each  school  authority  should  have  a  copyright  policy. 

»    Notices  should  be  posted  over  copy  machines  indicating  that  copyrighted  material 
should  not  be  reproduced  except  only  in  relation  to  the  fair  dealing  section  of  the 
legislation:   single  copies  can- be  made  only  for  private  study,  research,  criticism, 
reviews,  or  newspaper  study. 

If  there  is  a  need  to  copy  materials  from  any  copyrighted  document,  then  the  school  is 
able  to  negotiate  a  copyright  release  with  Cancopy.

a)  Hours  of  Service 

Learning  Resources  Distributing  Centre  (12360  -  142  Street,  Edmonton,  Alberta 
T5L  4X9)  is  open  from  8:15  to  4:30,  Monday  through  Friday.   To  improve  customer 
service  a  telephone  answering  system  is  now  available  for  customers  to  leave 
messages  after  4:30  p.m.  A  member  of  the  Customer  Service  and  Sales  staff  will  return 
your  call  the  following  day  to  take  your  order  or  handle  your  inquiry. 

b)  Ordering 

Customers  may  order  by  mail,  FAX  or  telephone.    FAX  orders  are  not  handled  on  a 
priority  basis.  The  LRDC  encourages  one  school  order  per  telephone  call  since  lengthy 
calls  engage  the  Customer  Service  and  Sales  Staff  Representatives  with  one  customer, 
thereby  creating  enormously  long  waiting  periods  for  other  customers.   It  is  therefore 
requested  that  lengthy  orders  be  faxed  or  mailed  to  the  LRDC.   For  ease  of  ordering, 
customers  are  encouraged  to  use  photocopied  pages  of  the  Buyers  Guide. 

The  LRDC  has  undertaken  a  commitment  to  core  values  of  caring,  openness, 
honesty,  fairness,  sensitivity  and  trust  in  our  business  dealings  with  customers, 
suppliers  and  clients.  To  that  end,  our  Customer  Service  and  Sales  Staff 
Representatives  have  been  asked  to  always  identify  themselves  by  name  when  a 
customer  calls. 

c)  Inquiries

d)  Credit  Terms 

Thirty-day  credit  terms  are  available  to  Alberta  school  authorities  who  are  recipients  of 
the  "Basic"  Learning  Resources  Acquisition  Subsidy.   As  well,  these  terms  apply  to 
approved  schools  in  the  Northwest  Territories,  Band  Operated  and  Federal  government 
Administered  Indian  Schools,  Universities  and  Colleges  and  other  approved  credit 
customers.   Credit  terms  and  charge  accounts  may  be  made  available  to  other 
customers  upon  application. 

e)  Prepaid  Shipping 

LRDC  prepays  all  outbound  shipping  charges  only  within  Alberta. 

f)  Price  Reductions 

Reduced  selling  prices  are  indicated  by  a  "slash"  mark  through  the  original  selling  price 
and  the  new  selling  price  is  listed.  The  25%  subsidy  is  still  available  for  "basic"  learning 
resources  that  have  been  reduced  in  price. 


g)  Backorders 

The  number  of  orders  from  schools  during  the  last  few  years  has  increased  immensely 
during  July  to  October  and  in  January.   To  avoid  back  order  problems  you  are 
encouraged  to  order  well  in  advance  of  the  time  you  require  the  resources. 

LRDC  Product  Planning  involves  the  procurement  and  maintenance  of  adequate 
inventory  levels  during  the  school  year  while  attempting  to  minimize  inventory  levels  at 
year  end.   Occasionally  a  product  ordered  by  a  customer  is  out  of  stock.   In  such 
instances,  we  immediately  initiate  an  order  with  the  appropriate  vendor/supplier  and 
place  the  customer's  outstanding  order  on  a  back  order.   A  shipment  from  the 
publisher/supplier  can  take  2  to  4  weeks  (longer  if  the  supplier  is  also  out  of  stock)  and 
hence  customers  are  encouraged  to  order  products  well  in  advance  of  the  date  they 
are  required. 

Let  us  know  if  one  of  your  back-ordered  products  is  a  very  high  priority.    During  August 
to  October,  the  LRDC  uses  an  expediting  back  order  process  in  order  to  obtain  the 
products  from  our  vendors  more  quickly,  but  at  an  increased  expense.

i)  Supplements 

New  product  Supplements  are  scheduled  for  distribution  to  Buyers  Guide  holders  in 
Mid-May,  late-August  and  Mid-November  of  each  year  to  provide  customers  with  the 
most  up-to-date  lists  and  prices  of  learning  resources  that  have  been  authorized  since 
the  last  annual  distribution  of  the  Buyers  Guide  or  Supplement.   The  Supplements  are 
located  in  the  separate  "Supplements"  section  of  the  Buyers  Guide.   However, 
Supplements  are  only  provided  if  a  sufficient  number  of  new  learning  resources  have 
been  authorized  since  the  last  issue.   Please  refer  to  these  lists  prior  to  ordering. 

j)   Distribution  Services 

The  LRDC  carries  out  many  distributions  to  Alberta  schools  for  Alberta  Education  and 
other  government  departments  including  products  such  as  diploma  exams,  post- 
secondary  student  finance  applications,  etc. 

k)  Bookstores 

Post-Secondary  Education  Campus  Retail  Bookstores  -  The  LRDC  operates  satellite 
retail  bookstore  outlets  at  the  Northern  Alberta  Institute  of  Technology  (Edmonton), 
Southern  Alberta  Institute  of  Technology  (Calgary),  Alberta  College  of  Art  (Calgary)  and 
Lakeland  College  (Vermilion  and  Lloydminister).   These  bookstores  sell  learning 
resources  and  supplies  for  the  college/institute  students  and  instructors. 

I)   1992-93  Change  in  Service  -  Student  "Support"  Learning  Resources 

As  indicated  in  the  LRDC  March  19,  1991  letter  to  Principals,  Superintendents  and 
Secretary-Treasurers,  the  LRDC  is  planning  to  discontinue  around  April,  1992,  carrying 
many/most  student  "Support"  learning  resources  in  stock  and  will  replace  this  with  a 
quarterly  consolidated  ordering  process. 

LRDC  customers  will  still  be  able  to  order  and  receive  student  "Support"  learning 
resources  from  the  LRDC;  however,  you  will  receive  certain  student  "Support" 
products  only  four  times  a  year  while  others  will  be  available  in  stock  from  the  LRDC 
year-round.   This  change  is  a  result  of  lack  of  warehouse  space  and  the  LRDC  trying 
to  improve  the  management  of  high  inventory  carrying  costs.    More  information  will 
be  available  in  the  winter  of  1991. 

m)  Returns 

i)       Policy 

The  LRDC  wants  customers  to  have  an  easy  and  hassle-free  method  of 
returning  products.   To  ensure  the  LRDC  knows  the  reason  for  your  return  and 
the  appropriate  resolution  (credit  account,  refund  or  replacement),  please 
complete  the  "Returns  Form"  on  page  26  in  the  "Header"  section  and  forward  it 
to  the  LRDC  by  mail  or  fax  no.  422-9750;  page  33  provides  returns  instructions. 

»  A  15%  restocking  and  finance  charge  is  levied  on  "surplus"  or 

incorrectly  ordered  learning  resources  if  the  customer  provides  the 
correct  original  purchase  order  number,  pick  ticket  number  or 
LRDC  invoice  number;  prior  written  authorization  must  be  obtained 
for  such  returns. 
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A  20%  restocking  and  finance  charge  is  applied  if  the  purchase 
order  and  LRDC  invoice  number  is  not  provided  by  the  customer.

No  learning  resources 
will  be  accepted  for  adjustment  or  credit  if  they  have  been  stamped  or 
otherwise  made  unsaleable.   Report  any  discrepancies  to  Customer  Service 
and  Sales  (403)  427-2767  immediately  or  no  later  than  within  30  days  of  the 
date  given  on  the  LRDC  Packing  Slip  which  is  enclosed  with  the  order.

a.  Short  shipments  must  be  reported  to  the  LRDC  within  30  days  of  date 
of  packing  slip.

Learning  Resource  listings  in  the  Buyers  Guide  should  be  retained  by  the  customer  as  a 
permanent  copy.

b)         Selling  Price  Determination 

One  of  the  major  objectives  of  the  LRDC  is  to  ensure  that  learning  resources  are  as 
economical  as  possible.  The  LRDC  operates  on  a  break-even  financial  objective,  and 
to  that  end,  has  a  cost  recovery  mark-up  on  all  products  sold.   There  are  two  primary 
determinants  of  the  LRDC  Selling  Price:    (1)  unit  Cost  of  products  to  the  LRDC  from 
publishers/vendors/suppliers,  and  (2)  LRDC  mark-up  to  cover  operating  costs. 

LRDC  production  and  distribution  costs  are  included  in  the  Distance  Education 
materials  "cost  of  goods"  and  hence,  the  LRDC  1991-92  cost  recovery  selling  price  is 
effective  April  1,  1991  for  schools  and  all  non-ACS  registered  students  and  June  1,  1991 
for  ACS-registered  students.   This  is  a  result  of  the  LRDC  being  responsible  for  all 
Distance  and  Correspondence  Education  materials  production  and  distribution  as  of 
April  1,  1991. 


c) 


LRDC  1991-92  Selling  Price  Impact 


The   1991-92  general  net  impact  on  prices  to  LRDC  customers  is  an  average  increase 
of  about  7.2%  in  the  cost  of  learning  resources  over  1990-91  prices.   Two  factors 
account  for  the  average  7.2%  increase:  1)  LRDC  suppliers  increased  their  product 
prices  by  an  average  of  6.9%,  and  2)  LRDC  1991-92  price  mark-up  increase  of  1.5 
percentage  points  to  a  basic  mark-up  of  15.0%,  which  along  with  some  price 
reductions,  increased  selling  prices  by  an  additional  average  increase  of  0.3%. 

Distance  and  Correspondence  Education  materials  are  priced  differently.    Rather  than 
cost  recovering  the  LRDC  production  and  distribution  costs  by  each  individual  product, 
DE/CE  prices  are  targeted  to  recover  production  and  distribution  costs  by  product  line. 
Therefore,  Distance  Education  student  print  materials  prices  are  $13.32  per  credit  or 
approximately  $10.00  net  after  application  of  the  25%  subsidy  while  Correspondence 
Education  (ie.  old)  material   prices  are  $6.64  per  credit  or  approximately  $5.00  net  after 
application  of  the  25%  subsidy. 

d)         Price  Changes 

The  LRDC  changed  its  price  change  policy  effective  April  1,  1990.  The  LRDC  will  hold 
prices  until  March  31,  1992,  unless  unusual  or  exceptional  circumstances  warrant 
otherwise.  Therefore,  although  subject  to  change  without  notice,  prices  will  be 
maintained,  so  far  as  possible,  until  March  31,  1992.   Other  than  some  major  or  unusual 
price  increases  from  vendors  during  the  year  due  to  reprint  requirements,  importation 
duty,  etc.,  major  price  changes  take  place  April  1  of  each  year. 


e) 


Price  Markdowns 


Reduced  selling  prices  are  indicated  by  a  "slash"  mark  through  the  original  selling  price 
and  the  new  lowered  selling  price  is  listed.  The  25%  subsidy  is  applied  on  "Basic" 
resources  where  prices  are  reduced.

and  customers  except  to  those  who  are  (a)  excluded  from  the  GST  legislation 
(Indian  schools  on  Indian  reserves  and  out-of-country  customers)  and  (b)  zero- 
rated  (i.e.  tax  free)  and  have  an  official  certificate  number  providing  zero-rated 
status  (provincial  governments  and  their  formally  recognized  entities). 

»  The  LRDC  invoices  will  show  GST  charges  separate  to  commodities  and 

services  charges. 

The  LRDC  will  not  apply  the  GST  on: 

i)  The  25%  subsidy  paid  by  the  Alberta  Government  for  "basic"  learning 

resources  purchased  by  eligible  school  authorities, 

ii)  Materials  purchased  under  the  SEICAG  (Alberta  Education  Secondary 

Education  Implementation  Credit  Allocation  Grant)  to  the  extent 
covered  by  the  grant,  and 

iii)  Lesson  materials  and  texts  acquired  by  Alberta  Correspondence  School 

registered  students  who  register  and  pay  their  tuition  fees  to  Alberta 
Education. 

In  theory,  schools  should  not  pay  more  GST  in  1991  than  they  paid  FST  in  1990 
since  schools  will  receive  a  68%  rebate  from  the  Federal  Government  in  the 
estimated  difference  between  GST  to  be  paid  in  1991  and  annual  FST  paid  in  1989 
and/or  1990;  this  is  based  upon  an  agreement  in  principle  between  the  Federal 
Government  and  Canadian  schools,  hospitals,  universities  and  municipalities.

To  assist  eligible  school  authorities  in  providing  educational  programming  to  Alberta 
ECS  to  Grade  12  students,  ACS-registered  students  and  University  faculties,  "Basic" 
learning  resources  are  available  at  subsidized  prices  when  purchased  from  the  LRDC. 
Details  for  the  subsidy  program  are  as  follows: 

a)  A  25%  subsidy  is  made  available  to  eligible  school  authorities  and  is  applied  to  the 
selling  price  of  any  "Basic"  learning  resources  that  have  been  authorized  by  Alberta 
Education. 

b)  The  25%  subsidy  is  a  "pass  through"  grant  provided  by  the  Alberta  government 
through  the  Alberta  Department  of  Education  School  Grants  budget.  The  eligible 
customer  is  billed  direct  for  75%  of  the  selling  price  while  Alberta  Education  is  billed 
direct  for  the  remaining  25%.

1.  Useful  Information  To  Consider 

The  following  information  should  be  carefully  considered  before  selecting  tests: 

a  School  personnel  planning  to  undertake  assessments  of  exceptional  children  and/or  career 
assessments  are  advised  to  adhere  to  guidelines  developed  by  the  publisher's  specific  tests.  Alberta 
Education  is  currently  reviewing  policy,  guideline  and  procedure  statement  for  the  effective  use  of 
assessment  devices.  In  the  interim,  please  refer  any  questions  to  the  Guidance  Consultants  in  the 
Regional  Office  of  Alberta  Education  in  your  zone. 

b  School  personnel  should  note  that  some  standardized  achievement  tests  do  not  assess  the  same 
content  at  the  same  level  as  contained  in  the  Alberta  Education  language  arts,  mathematics  and 
science  curriculum.  It  is  suggested  that  school  personnel  consider  the  purpose  for  assessment  and 
review  the  subject  area  content  of  their  particular  grade  level  as  well  as  the  content  covered  in  the 
standardized  achievement  test  prior  to  selecting  the  test. 

c  School  Test  Evaluation  by  the  Center  for  the  Study  of  Evaluation  (CSE),  at  the  University  of  California 
at  Los  Angeles,  make  use  of  the  Mean  Evaluation  System  for  evaluating  tests.  This  system  consists 
of  four  major  categories:  Measurement  Validity,  Examinee  Appropriateness,  Administrative 
Usability  and  Normer  Technical  Excellences.  School  Test  Evaluation  reports  and  ratings  are 
published  by  CSE  for  kindergarten  through  grade  two.

FOREWORD 

DISTANCE  AND  CORRESPONDENCE  EDUCATION  PRODUCTS 


Alberta  Education,  through  the  Alberta  Correspondence  School  (ACS)  develops  two 
types  of  material: 

1.  Correspondence  Education  Course  Materials 

These  are  the  course  materials  that  the  ACS  has  traditionally  prepared  and 
made  available.  They  are  identified  as  "old"  courses  or  Correspondence 
Education  courses. 

2.  Distance  Education  Course  Materials 

As  a  result  of  Distance  Learning  Projects  North  and  South,  the  ACS  is 
developing  newly  designed  "Distance  Education"  course  material  that 
incorporates  modified  learning  strategies  and  the  use  of  technology.   These  are 
identified  as  "new"  course  materials  or  "Distance  Education"  materials. 

*********** 

The  LRDC  8  digit  Product  Code  Number  has  been  designed  to  assist  teachers  in  easily 
determining  whether  material  is  "old"  or  "new"  by  distinguishing  between  the  two  types 
by  looking  at  the  first  digit:  an  8  indicates  Correspondence  Education  ("old")  while  a  9 
indicates  Distance  Education  ("new")  materials.  A  7  digit  indicates  Distance  Education 
("new")  product  translated  into  French.   Refer  to  page  19  or  455  for  the  full  code 
description.

Distance/Correspondence  Education  materials,  which  are  produced  by  the  LRDC  at  the 
LRDC  Barrhead  Production  Division  or  contracted  out  to  the  private  sector,   are 
available  to  students  and  schools  from  the  LRDC  at  three  sales/distribution  outlets: 

1.  Distance/Correspondence  Education  Grades  1  to  12,  print  and  some  non-print 
materials,  to  all  non-ACS  registered  students  and  customers  from  the  regular 
Edmonton  outlet  at  12360  -  142  Street  facility. 

2.  Distance/Correspondence  Education  Grades  1  to  12  materials  to  individuals 
who  are  ACS  registered  students  from  the  LRDC  Barrhead  Distribution  facility. 

3.  Distance/Correspondence  Education  Grades  1  to  12  materials  to  individuals 
who  are  ACS-registered  students  and  who  personally  come  to  register  and 
obtain  materials  from  the  Harley  Court  facility  in  Edmonton  at  10045  -  111 
Street. 
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Specific  information  on  ordering  and  availability  follows: 

1.  Registering  with  ACS 

Application  forms  (available  from  ACS)  must  be  submitted  by /for  all  students 
intending  to  register  for  instruction  with  the  ACS.   Fees  include  cost  for  tuition. 
Textbooks  must  be  purchased  from  the  LRDC  except  for  circumstances  such 
as  if  the  text  for  a  course  is  no  longer  available.   Refer  to  the  ACS  Student 
Handbooks,  which  have  been  sent  to  schools,  for  more  information. 


Ordering  Distance/Correspondence  Education  Material  From  LRDC 

a)  Use  the  regular  LRDC  ordering  process  for  submitting  orders  to  the 
LRDC. 

b)  The  LRDC  will  be  carrying  only  some  of  the  non-print  materials.   The 
LRDC  will  carry  only  required  non-print  materials  developed  by  the  ACS 
and  may  produce  some  non-print  materials  that  have  been  acquired  by 
Alberta  Education,  with  the  LRDC  having  the  right  to  reproduce  and 
cost  recover  reproduction  and  handling  costs.   The  Buyers  Guide 
identifies  most  of  the  non-print  resources  that  have  been  authorized 
and  where  they  can  be  purchased/acquired. 

c)  Most  Correspondence  Education  ("old")  course  textbooks  required  for 
Distance/Correspondence  Education,  whether  for  registered  or  non- 
registered  students,  may  be  ordered  from  the  LRDC,  as  has  been  the 
case  since  June  1,  1988.   However,  textbooks  are  not  available  (ie:  out 
of  print)  for  some  courses  (such  as  Spanish  15/25/35).    In  those 
cases,  the  only  way  to  acquire  the  textbook  is  by  registering  the 
student(s)  in  the  course  with  the  ACS  (the  book  is  then  loaned  to  the 
student  with  a  caution  fee),  as  has  been  the  case  for  a  long  time. 

d)  The  original  Spanish  courses  were  numbered  14-24-34,  however,  they 
have  been  changed  to  15-25-35.   Our  material  still  carries  the  old 
numbering,  but  the  records  reflect  the  new  numbers.   We  are  in  the 
process  of  identifying  our  material  with  the  new  numbers,  but  that  will 
be  done  as  the  course  gets  revised,  which  is  not  likely  for  a  long  time. 
In  the  meantime,  the  content  is  the  same. 

e)  The  new  Distance  Education  materials  have  been  designed  in  a 
modular  format.   Because  of  this  all  parts  may  not  be  available  when 
the  product  is  first  released.   Although  every  effort  will  be  made  to  ship 
a  complete  set,  customers  should  be  aware  the  LRDC  will  keep  a 
record  of  those  parts  that  have  not  been  shipped  and  will  provide  those 
parts  as  soon  as  possible.   Every  effort  will  be  made  by  the  LRDC  to 
minimize  the  number  of  shipments  required.   In  most  cases  the  first  "A" 
Pack  will  be  followed  by  the  remainder  in  a  "B"  pack. 
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A  list  of  required  laboratory  supplies  are  provided  with  most  science 
subjects.  The  LRDC  does  not  supply  these  items  to  non  ACS- 
registered  students.   They  are  listed  for  your  information  only.

Each  course  generally  consists  of  4  to  8  student  modules  which  are  intended  to 
be  used  by  individual  students. 

Each  module  generally  has  one  student  corresponding  assignment  booklet. 

Customers  can  purchase  either  the  entire  student  package  (all  modules  plus 
assignment  booklets)  or  individual  modules  and  assignment  booklet  and/or 
sets  of  assignment  booklets. 

Each  course  generally  has  a  Learning  Facilitator's  Manual  (LFM).   They  provide 
teachers  with  hands-on  assistance  in  "how"  to  deliver  the  Distance  Education 
Program.  The  Learning  Facilitator's  Manuals  contain  a  sample  test  and 
answers;  therefore,  they  are  available  only  to  schools  on  school/jurisdiction 
purchase  order  and/or  to  teachers  with  verifiable  teaching  certificate  number. 
Many  of  the  teaching  keys  (for  old  courses)  are  poor  quality  in  terms  of 
reproduction.   Please  refer  to  the  description  of  the  teaching  key  you  require 
for  information  on  status  of  print  type,  the  handwritten  keys  are  identified. 

The  Distance  Education  Program  also  involves  a  variety  of  non-print  material. 
The  LRDC  Buyers  Guide  identifies  a  large  number  of  the  non-print  materials  and 
where  you  are  able  to  access  them.   Many  of  the  videos  are  available  through 
the  Regional  and  Urban  Film  Centres  as  part  of  an  Alberta  Education 
negotiated  Provincial  License.  As  well,  many  are  available  through  ACCESS. 
In  some  cases,  schools  will  need  to  acquire  materials  directly  from  the  supplier. 
In  most  cases,  the  school  may  already  have  the  material.

Policy  Statement 

The  availability  of  appropriate  learning  resources  is  a  significant  factor  in 
providing  students  with  quality  education.  To  assist  school  authorities  in 
implementing  Secondary  Education  programs  to  Alberta  grade  7  to  12 
students,  Alberta  Education  will  again  in  1991-92  provide  additional  funding  of 
$3.1  M  through  the  Secondary  Education  Implementation  Credit  Allocation  Grant 
(SEICAG)  to  school  boards  and  funded  accredited  private  schools  who  may 
utilize  this  grant  to  purchase  specific  eligible  learning  resources  from  the 
Alberta  Learning  Resources  Distributing  Centre  (LRDC). 

Eligibility 

a.  $15.00  per  eligible  funded  student  in  grades  7  to  12  has  been  allocated  as  a 
credit  at  the  Learning  Resources  Distributing  Centre  toward  the  purchase  of 
specified  learning  resources  (about  $3.1  M  for  1991-92). 
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b.  All  funded  school  authorities,  namely  Divisions,  Counties,  Districts,  DND 
Schools,  and  accredited  private  schools,  are  eligible  to  receive  the  $15.00 
per  pupil  credit. 

c.  The  specific  learning  resources  that  qualify  for  the  credit  grant  are  identified 
in  this  1991-92  LRDC  Buyers  Guide  SEICAG  Section  and  will  also  be 
updated  in  future  supplements. 

Operational  Procedures 

a.  Alberta  Education  will  determine  the  amount  of  the  credit  on  a  school 
authority  basis  by  multiplying  the  number  of  eligible  funded  students  in 
grades  7  to  12  as  of  September  30,  1990,  by  $15.00. 

b.  Purchase  orders  containing  qualifying  learning  resources  will  be 
automatically  applied  against  the  credit  unless  specifically  and  clearly 
requested  otherwise  by  the  ordering  school  or  school  authority.  Therefore,  if 
a  school  does  not  want  a  particular  purchase  order  charged  against  the 
credit,  the  purchase  order  should  clearly  state  "DO  NOT  CHARGE  AGAINST 
SEICAG." 

c.  Upon  receiving  a  purchase  order  for  eligible  learning  resources,  the  LRDC 
will  automatically  apply  the  amount  of  the  purchase  against  the  school 
authority  credit  amount  as  identified  in  Appendix  B.  The  LRDC  will  record 
and  report  SEICAG  purchases  by  individual  schools,  on  behalf  of  the  school 
authority,  only  if  requested  by  the  Central  Offices;  however,  the  purchase 
order  must  identify  the  school  as  a  "ship  to"  customer.  The  automatic 
charging  against  the  school  authority  credit  ceiling  will  continue  until  the 
credit  limit  is  reached;  at  that  point,  regular  LRDC  billing  would  occur. 

d.  The  "Basic"  Learning  Resources  Acquisition  25%  Subsidy  will  be  applied  to 
qualifying  SEICAG  orders  first;  the  remaining  cost  (ie.  75%)  will  then  be 
applied  against  the  credit.  This  means  that  a  credit  of  $15.00  will  actually 
purchase  a  "Basic"  resource  valued  at  $20.00. 

e.  Purchases  can  be  made  against  the  $15.00  credit  from  April  1,  1991  to 
March  31,  1992.  An  unutilized  credit  will  terminate  on  March  31,  1992.  To 
ensure  that  all  school  authorities  receive  full  benefit  of  this  grant  program, 
you  are  encouraged  to  order  SEICAG  eligible  learning  resources  early  or  no 
later  than  December  1991  in  case  some  items  would  be  temporarily  out-of- 
stock  in  March  1992. 

f.  For  annual  financial  accounting  and  reporting  purposes,  a  receiving  school 
authority  should  show  the  amount  of  credit  allocation  received  (utilized)  as  a 
provincial  grant  revenue  and  also  as  an  expenditure.

LRDC  invoices  will  identify  SEICAG  purchases. 

To  assist  school  authorities  in  managing  purchases  charges  (expended)  against 
this  credit  grant,  LRDC  monthly  statements  will  provide: 
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a)  Comparison  of  Credit  Allocation  Cumulative  total  with  the  actual  school 
authority  ceiling. 

b)  Cumulative  totals  expended  or  charged  against  the  credit  by  individual 
schools;  controlled  only  if  this  option  is  chosen  (see  item  3.c). 

The  LRDC  has  developed  a  computer  program  to  assist  school  authorities 
managing  locally  determined  credit  sub-allocation  ceilings  on  an  individual 
school  basis.  To  continue  this  "optional"  supportive  aspect  in  managing  and 
reporting  utilization  against  allocations,  the  Superintendent,  Business  Official,  or 
Private  School  Operator  had  to  inform  the  LRDC  that  they  wanted  the  LRDC  to 
record  and  report  the  "school  ceilings"  option.   It  must  be  noted  that  the  LRDC 
can  record  and  report  credit  charges  to  a  school  only  if  the  purchase  order 
identifies  the  school  (usually  in  the  form  of  a  "ship  to"  customer).

Packages  forwarded  to  all  Superintendents,  Secretary  Treasurers  and  Private 
School  Operators  for  more  information.
